GIVEN A DEGREE 


Rev. Mr. Kenngott Hon- 


ored By Harvard 


Harvard university, this week, con- 


ferred the degree of Ph. D. upon Rsv. 
George F. Kenngott, pastor of the First 
Trinitarian church as the result of 
work performed by him at the univer- 
sity during the past two years. 
His 


degree was from the department of so- 
cial ethics, the first time the degree 
has been given by the department. 


Rev. Mr. Kenngott is also the recip- 


ient of an unusual Honor from the. uni- 
versity in that he has been named fel- 
low in: social ethics for 1909 and 1910, 
also. the first time that such an 
ap- 


pointment has been given. 


As a result of the work performed 


by Rev. Mr. Kenngott while taking the 
courses in social ethics at the univer- 
sity, he has been, named by, President 
(emeritus) Eliot of Harvard, and oth- 
ers,' as an investigator for that 
fa- 


mous old organization, 'the society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel Among 
the 
Indians, 
and 
will spend 
two 


months of this summer in a tour of the 
Indian reservations in the Far^'West. 


Rev. Mr. 'Kenngo'tt will visit the In- 


dian commissioner at Washington and 
will Investigate the conditions among 
the Indians with a view to the proour 
investment of the funds of the society 
in the work among them, and will re 
port back to the society in the fall. . 


Mr. Kenngott took up the course lit 


the/university, because his ministerial 
work .In Lowell had brought him faco 
to face with social 
problems 
wicls 


which he. wished to become -familial. 
He wished to become thoroughly con- 
versant with every phase of 
social 


ethics, that he might better be pre- 
pared to administer-his duties her-. 


During his course Mr, 
Kenngott 


prepared an essay on "The Lowell So- 
cial Survey," containing 200,000 words. 


It was due to this essay that tho 


fellowship was conferred on Mr. Kenn- 
gott, and the emoluments attaching to 
that honor will be expended in the 
publishing of the essay for distribu- 
tion. 


The course at Harvard in which Mr. 


Kenngott specialized is an exceedingly 
difficult one. 
It includes four .courses 


in the graduate schools covering th^ 
full .two years, and in which the in- 
dividual is reauired to obtain a rank- 
ing of "B" to receive a degree. It in- 
cludes work in philosophy, psychology, 
ethics, etc., under such men .as Prof. 
Munsterburg, Prof. Palmer and Prof. 
Peabody. 
Mr. Kenngott received a 


ranking.of "A" in most of his subjects, 
so that there could, be no possible 
question of a degree being forth-com- 
ing at the conclusion of his work. 


Mr. Kenngott leaves on his western 


trip on the Fourth, and during his ab- 
sence his pastorate and all tho work '.t 
involves will be taken up by Rev. Geo. 
H. Johnson, for 10''years pastor of the 
old John Street Congregational church.

Rev. Mr. Kenngott Hon- 


ored By Harvard 


Harvard university, this week, con- 


ferred the degree of Ph. D, upon Rev. 
George F. Kenngott, pastor of the First 
Trinitarian church as the result of 
work performed by him at the univer- 
sity during thn past two years. 
His 


degree waa from the department of so- 
cial ethics, the first time the degree 
has been given by the department. », 
.. .Hev. Mr. Kenngott la also the recip- 
ient of an unusual honor from the uni- 
versity in that ho has been named fel- 
low in social ethics for 1909 and 1910, 
also the first time that such 9n 
ap- 
pointment has been given. 


As a result of the . work performed 


by Rev. Mr. Kenngott while taking the 
courses in social ethics at the univer- 
sity, he has been named by President 
(emeritus) Eliot of Harvard, and oth- 
ers, as an investigator for that 
fa- 


mous old organization, the society for 
the Propagation o£ the "Gospel Among 
the Indians, 
and 
will spend two 


months of this summer in a tour of the 
Indian reservations in the Far West. 


Rev. Mr. Kenngott will visit the In- 


dian commissioner at Washington and 
will investigate the conditions among 
the Indians with a view to the protjor 
Investment of the funds of the society 
in the work among them, and will re- 
port back to the society in the fall. 
Mr. Kenngott took up the course at 


the university, because his ministerial 
work in Lowell had brought him face 
to face 
with social, problems with 


which he wished to become familial 
He wished to become thoroughly con- 
versant with every phase of social 
ethics, "that he might better be pre- 
pared to .administer his duties her- 
During his course 
Mr. Kenngott 


prepared an essay on "The Lowell Su- 
clal Survey," containing 200,000 words. 
' It waa duo to this essay that the 
fellowship was conferred on Mr. Kenn 
gott, and the emoluments attaching to 
that honor will be expended in the 
publishing of the essay for distribu- 
tion. 


The course at Harvard in which Mr. 


Kenngott specialized is an exceedingly 
difficult one. 
It includes four courses 


in the graduate schools covering the 
full two years, and in which:'the. in- 
dividual .is reauired to obtain a rank- 
ing o£ "B" to receive a degree. It in- 
cludes work in philosophy, psychology, 
ethics, etc., under such men as Prof. 
Munsterburg, Prof. Palmer and Prof. 
Peabody. 
Mr. Kenngott received a 


ranking oC "A" in most of his subjects, 
so that there could be no possible 
question of a degree being fortli-com- 
ing at the conclusion of his work. 
Mr. Kenngott leaves on his .western 


trip on the Fourth, and during his ab- 
sence his pastorate and all the work '.t 
Involves will be taken up by Rev. Geo. 
H. Johnson, for 10 years pastor of tliu 
old John Street Congregational church.

WhicK Make Great Infielder. 


Ability to tag a runner is the one 


point that marks .the difference be- 
tween a good and a mediocre second 
baseman. -Pennants have been lost in 
the past just because the man at the 
keystone station lacked the instinctive 
sense of touching a 'base stealer at the 
right time. Any league magnate will 
tell you that as many games are lost 
by the failure of a second baseman to 
"get'.' the runner as any other fielding 
cause, or, to put the case stronger, 
almost twice as many battles ai-e lost 
because of. this feature. 


One case in point was the standing 


of the Chicago White Sox last season. 
Jackey Atz, the regular second base- 
man of the team last year, was a good, 
fast man, but he is not a star on tag- 
ging base stealers. It has been figured 
that his failure In this respect cost 
Comiskey's team a number of hard 
fought games, and It is largely due to 
this that the former world's cham- 
pions finished so low in the pennant 
race last year. 


Take a great second baseman like 


Larry Lajole of Cleveland, "Germany" 
Schaefer of Washington or Johnny 
Evers ol the Chicago Cubs. Watch 
any one of them when a runner starts 
to steal. Few men are able to get past 
them, provided the throw from the 
catcher comes anywhere near good. 
They seem to take the throw and 
touch the runner In one motion. Bvers 
and Lajole probably are the peers In 
this respect. 
The instinct has to be 


born with a player. 


Atz and many other second basemen 


of both leagues have diligently prac- 
ticed tagging men, but many, times 
they are a second late where one of 
the great figures, nt that position 
would have the runner started back to 
the bench.. Few fans realize how im- 
portant a thing it Is to get a man on 
second during a close game. It means 
that there is. an even chance to score 
on anything like a safe hit 
That Is 


the reason why the second base Is like 
a bunker on a golf course or a dan- 
gerous turn in an a.utomoblle race. 
Once past the 
obstacle means 
an 


easier task ahead.

the flealer no way to reach the sack 
except to use football tactics.

And if 
his judgment Is as good at the present 
time as it was twelve months ago she 
surely will do the trick. 


It is proverbial that Kd Geers rarely 


waxes genuinely enthusiastic over any 
of his horses. Equally true it is that 
he believes he can drive The Harvester 
in 2:00 this season—surely that he can 
beat Cresceus1 long standing stallion 
record of 2:01.

most dangerous that young men can 
play. 


Young Men/., at bat, was looking for 


an outcurve. 
He stepped close Into 


the plate to allow the anticipated bend 
of the ball. The pitcher "outguessed" 
him. ns ba.seball players call It. -In- 
stead of an ontcurvo ho threw an ln- 
shoot, a "fast ball," ns professionals 
have it. This one hit the batter over 
the heart, nnd he died. 


It is renlly a tribute to the excel- 


lence of pitching that so few players 
are Injured while at tho bat. Consid- 
ering

tremendous 
speed 
with 


which the ball Is thrown, tho dullness 
of the eyes that bat but once a week, 
the necessary proximity of the bntter 
to the plate, tho ab.ioluto necessity of 
the pitcher "putting It over," It will 
be seen thnt batters nro very fortunate 
to escape serious Injury while at tho 
bnt.

Rev/Mr. Kenngott Hon- 


ored By Harvard 


Harvard university, this week, con- 


ferred the degree of Ph. D. upon Rev. 
George 'F. Kenngott, pastor of the First 
Trinitarian church as the result of 
work performed by him at the univer- 
sity during the past two years. 
His 


degree was from the department of so- 
cial ethics, the first time the segrea 
'has been giveh.by the department. 


Rev. Mr1. Kenngott is also the recip- 


ient of an unusual honor from the uni- 
versity in that he has been named fel- 
low in'social ethics for 1909 and 1910, 
also the flrst time that such an ap- 
pointment has been given. 


As a result of the work performed 
by Hev. Mr. Kenngott while taking tha 
courses in social ethics at the univer- 
sity, he has been named by President 
(emeritus) Eliot of Harvard, and oth- 
ers, as an investigator for that 
fa- 
mous old organization, the society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel Among 
the Indians, and ~!!1 spend 
two 


months of this summer In a tour of the 
Indian reservations in the Far \Yest, 


Rev. Mr. Kenngott will visit the In- 
dian commissioner at Washington and 
will investigate the conditions amons 
the Indians with a view to the prouer 
investment of the funds of the society 
in the work among them, and will re- 
port back to the society in the fall. 
Sir. Kenngott took up the course .il 
the university, because his ministerial 
work in. Jjoweli had brought him face 
to face 
with social problems with 


which he wished to become familial 
•He-wished to become thoroughly con- 
versant with every phase of social 
ethics, that he might better be pre- 
pared to administer hia duties her-. 


During his course Mr. Kenngott 


prepared an essay on "The Lowell So- 
cial Survey," containing 200,000 words. 
It was due to this essay that the 


fellowship was conferred on Mr. Kenn- 
gott, ana the emoluments attaching to 
that honor will be expended in the 
publishing of. the essay for distribu- 
tion. 


The course at Harvard in -which Mr. 


Kenngott specialized is an exceedingly 
difficult one. .It includes four courses 
in the.graduate schools covering the 
full two years, and in which the in- 
dividual Is required to obtain a rank- 
ing of "B" to receive a degree. It in- 
cludes work in philosophy, psychology, 
ethics, etc., under such men as Prof. 
Munsterburg, Prof. Palmer and Prof. 
Peabo'dy. 
Mr. Kenngott received 


ranking of "A", in most of his subjects, 
so'that, there could be no possible 
question of a degree being forth-com 
ing at the conclusion of his work. 
Mr. Kenngott leaves on his western 


trip on the Fourth, and during his ab- 
sence his pastorate and all the work '.t 
involves will be taken up by Rev, Geo. 
H. Johnson, for 10 years pastor of the 
old John.Street Congregational church.

The action of the school board in voting to increase the salary of nine 


grammar masters while refusing to grant any increase to the other three, 
savors strongly of discrimination that is not calculated 
to benefit 
the 


schools. Having proved but a few months ago that the grammar masters 
wore paid as high or even higher (linn the average of the other lending cities 
of the state, the board rather stultifies itself in deciding now to increase 
the pay of three-fourths of tjic number. 
If it were wrong to grant the 


increase then, it is wrong now; if the city could not afford Ihe increase then, 
it ciinnol afford it now; and the excuse or pretext tlmt these nine principals 
are now supervisors appears to have been miuiufiu'turcd for the purpose. 
For reasons which the committee would not care to have published the com- 
mittee discriminated against the ilirce principals mentioned when appointing 
the supervisors. It was not on the ground of inferior work ns no charge 
of this kind hns been rmuli! nor could such n oh.'irge be sustained against 
any of the schools involved. 


This "supervised" excuse will, therefore, fail to justify (ho increase, 


but were it justifiable on Iliat score, there would still remain the flagrant 
discrimination against, teachers long in the service of Ihe city while mere 
beginners arc advanced to a high rank even before there linn been time to 
test their work.

SENATOR DANIEL 


Passed Away at Lynch- 


burg, Va. 


LYNCHBURG, Va., Juno 30.—John 


"W. Daniel, senior senator from Vir- 
ginia, died at the Lynchbun? sanita- 
rium at 10.30 o'clock . last night, his 
death being due to a recurrence of 
paralysis. The immediate cause of his 
death was cerebral hemorrhage.

The end came last night 
almost 


without a struggle. Dissolution was 
very rapid, for when tho failure of 
heart action began it progressed with 
great rapidity, and in five minutes tho 
patient was dend.

Soon after the death, the widow and 
daughter were driven to the latter's 
home.

MANCHESTER, N. H., Juno 30.— 


One of the most wonderful experi- 
ences ever reported on an American 
blcyolo track occurred at the nnw coli- 
seum track of the Massachusetts mo- 
tor Cycle club In the neighboring, town 
of Auburn late Inst night, when Napo- 
leon Martincau, a rider In training, 
shot out of the great bowl with his 
machine running at fi speed 
of 80 


miles an hour and was hurled through 
the air a distance of 10B feet. 


He escaped with no worse injury 


than a shattered arm and some minor 
bruises and scratches, but one viewing 
tho scene of the accident would believe 
;t almost impossible for a huimin being 
to go through such an experience and 
come out alive.

Ho lost control 
of the machine when tho power lever 
was accidentally thrown on to Its high- 
est pitch and he suddenly, shot for- 
ward at a speed of a mile in -15 sec- 
onds.

track work and capable of a speed of 
90 miles an hour. 
It weighed more 


than 200 pounds nnd It was its great 
weight that gave 'the machine and 
rider the momentum that carried them 
skimming through the air the great 
distance they traveled 
before "they 
touched ground.

Doing This Properly One of Things 


Which Make Great Infielder. 


Ability to tag a runner Is tha one 


point that marks the difference be- 
tween a'good arid a mediocre second 
baseman. Pennants havo been lost In 
the past just because, the man at the 
keystone station lacked the instinctive 
sense of touching a base stealer at the 
right time. Any league magnate will 
tell you that as many games are lost 
by the failure.o£ a second baseman to 
"get" the runner as any other fielding 
cause, or, to put the case stronger, 
almost twice ns many battles are lost 
because of this feature. 


One case in point was the standing 


of the Chicago White Sox last season. 
Jackey Atz, the regular second base- 
man of the team last^year, was a good, 
.fast man, but he Is not a star on tag- 
ging base stealers. It has been figured 
that his failure In this respect cost 
Comlskey's team a number of hard 
fought games, and It Is largely due to 
this that the former world's cham- 
pions finished so low in tho pennant 
race last year. 
- Take a great second baseman like 
Larry. Lajoie of Cleveland, "Germany" 
Schaefer of Washington or Johnny 
Evers of the Chicago Cubs. 
Watch 


any one of them when a runner starts 
to steal. Few men are able to get past 
them; provided - the throw from the 
catcher comes anywhere near good. 
They seem to take the throw and 
touch the runner in one motion. Evers 
and Lajoie probably are the peers In 
this respect The Instinct has to be 
born with a player. 


Atz and many other second basemen 


of both leagues have diligently prac- 
ticed tagging men, but many times 
they are a second late where one of 
the great figures at that position 
would have the runner started back to( 
the bench. Few fans realize how im- 
portant a thing it is to get a man on 
second during a close game. It means 
that there is an even chance to score 
on anything like a safe hit. That Is 
the reason why the second base Is like 
a bunker on a golf course or a dan- 
gerous turn in an automobile, race. 
Once past 'tho obstacle means an 
easier task ahead. 


Many of the stars have a way of 


straddling across the line, thus leaving 
the stealer no way to reach the sack 
except to use football tactics, 
Frank 


Isbell, the old White Sox second 
sacker, who Is now playing with 
Wichita, was a wonder in blocking, 
equaling Schaefpr and Lajoie, accord- 
ing to many critics. 


All three men would make great.! 


fullbacks on college football teams, be- 
ing of large size, powerful and able to 
resist a shock. 
But men like Evers, 


who are of slighter build, rely more on 
thel/ craft and speed.

HARNESS HORSEMEN LOOK FOR THE HARVESTER, 2:06'4; PENISA MAID, \2:04\l 


OR UHLAN, 2:02V, TO TURN THE TRICK DURING THE '1910 CAMPAIGN 


LTHOUGH.the prospects for the 


light harness season of 1910 
are not what were expected at 
the close of last year's active 


campaign, tha associations which are 
hterested In grand circuit racing are 
lanning some attractive programs 


and special events to draw the kings 
,nd queens of the trotting world to 
heir tracks. 
The race track managers of the 


country, collectively speaking, have 
iwakened from their lethargy of many 
•ears' duration and 
hjvve at last 


realized that innovations and depar- 
tures from the stereotyped are neces- 
sary to bring to their race meetings 
the largest crowds. 
The days of 


straight three in five events through- 
out, with the race lasting five, six and 
sometimes even seven and eight heats, 
to be carried over two or three days, 
are things of the past. While such 
races very properly will continue to 
have a place on the programs, novel- 
ties and features have been Introduced 
all along the line. 


In this the tracks of the country are 


following very largely, consciously or 
otherwise. In the lead of the Readville 
track, long noted for its aggressive, 
Initiative policy, culminating with Its 
rich $60,000. American Handicap Derby, 
that attracted probably.more attention 
than was ever given to any other race 
In the trotting world. The early an- 
nouncements of race programs show 
that this year there are to be many 
novelties in the way of stakes, the 
Tavern stake at the Cleveland grand 
circuit meeting being one of the most 
conspicuous in this line. Then there 
are to be races for four-year-olds, 
stallion races, contests for amateur 
drivers and, It is to be hoped, some- 
thing in the line of team and saddle 
races. 


There were so many, sensational 


performances' during the 1909 season 
that close followers of the sport are 
already figuring on the chances for 
record breaking performances during 
the coming racing year. Tho two min- 
ute mark appears to be the goal aimed 
at, and there are several candidates 
for a place In the charmed circle. 
There are at least five or six trotters 
which showed wonderful form last 
year that have been picked as possi- 
ble two minute filers In 1910, and. tho 
followers of the.big line feel confident

that the mark. will be reached this 
year. 


In the matter of record breaking last 


year was sensational, to say the least, 
for marks that had withstood the as- 
saults of a score or more of yedrs 
yielded 
to. the 
Inevitable, 
Native 


Belle's two-year-old performance In 
2:07% at the trot being, of course, the 
most meritorious. It is rather early 
yet to obtain any accurate idea from 
what quarter, if any, are to come the 
youngster* that will continue this time 
shading stunt. But thus early in the 
season one thing in connection with 
time tilts is certain. It is that there 
will be lots of shooting, at the two 
minute mark, and among good Judges 
four horses stand out rather pre-emi- 
nently as the most likely to get down 
to the two minute figure. 


These four have all shown their 


ability as race horses and In this re- 
spect differ somewhat from Lou Dil- 
lon, 
the world's trotting, champion, of 


whom It may be said without detract- 
ing In the slightest from her glory as 
a record breaker that she was never a 
consistent race mare. 
The four to 


which horsemen look as at least fur- 
nishing the bulk of the entertainment 
in endeavoring to attain the even two 
minutes for the mile are, In the order 
of 
their 
present 
records: 
Uhlan, 


2:02".; Penlsa Maid, 2:04%; The Har- 
vester, 2:02H. and Soprano, 2:08?i as 
a three-year-old. 


On the form ho showed last season 


the chances favor Uhlan, for which C. 
K. G. Billings, the present owner of 
Lou Dillon, paid 
535,000 after Bob 


Proctor, the Readville trainer, had 
marked him In 2:02%. Uhlan has been 
wintering at Thomasville, In the south. 
While ho will probably be used very 
largely for matineo racing by Mr. 
Billings, it is certain also that he will 
be sent to beat his record before the 
year Is out. Uhlan proved his racing 
qualities last season in his races with 
the great Hamburg Belle, forcing the 
mare to trot in 2:OHi and 2:01%, the 
fastest two heats ever trotted in a 
race. 
Uhlan turned the tables on 


Hamburg Belle at Tteadvllle, winning 
In 2:04% and 2:03%, and later trotted 
In 2:02V4. Trainer Proctor stated last 
year that he thought Uhlan would 
surely trot a mile in 2:00 this year, 
and good judges feel this prediction 
will come true. 


According to M. .D. Shutt of Hock 


Rapids, la., if any trotter goes in an 
oven 2:00 the coming season it will 
bo his own little Penlsa Maid, that 
delicate but sweet galtcd little mare 
tb#t was quite the sensation of the 
grand 
circuit of 1909. 
Few could 


see a year ago at this time where 
Shutt was justified in making pay- 
ments on I'enisa Maid, then with a 
record of only 2:10',i, in all of the big 
stakes of the year. Yet she proved 
the year's biggest money winner, earn- 
ing in stakes and purses $22,733, or 
nearly twenty times as much as the 


$1,200 Shutt paid for the little mare. 


She returned to winter quarters with 


the credit of the fastest heat ever won 
by a trotting mare in a regular class 
race and, as if to cap the climax, late 
in the fall over the poor half mile 
track in her home town stepped a 
quarter In an even thirty seconds. 
Shutt says she can beat 2:00. And If 
his Judgment Is as good at the present 
time as It was twelve months ago she 
surely will do the trick. 


It Is proverbial that Ed Geers rarely 


waxes genuinely, enthusiastic over any 
of his horses. Equally true It Is that 
he believes he can drive The Harvester 
In 2:00 this season—surely that he can 
beat Cresceus' long standing stallion 
record of 2:01. He drove The Har- 
vester a work out mile In sensational 
time, and, while today he holds. no 
world's records, it is merely because 
Geers didn't care to drive him out last 
season as a four-year-old. At Read- 
vlllo Geers drove The Harvester a 
work out mile in 2:04% as against Di-

THE BELIEF THAT CHAMPION TEAMS MUST HOLD CONTINUAL LOVE FEASTS IS WRONG

F you were to listen to the argu- 


ments put forth by the fans and 
a large number of critics you 
would think that no baseball 


team in the major leagues could cap- 
ture a flag without having perfect 
harmony among the players. It would 
seem a positive essential that peace 
and brotherly love should be preserved 
unbroken and that no team could win 
if Its members Jarred and disagreed. 
Such is not the case, however, for 
there is not a club in either league to- 
day where perfect harmony prevails. 
Every now and then you hear of some 
well known player getting the hook or 
being traded to another club, some- 
times for a much Inferior man, and of 
course the cry goes up. "Sent away 
to restore harmony In tho club." Now 
and then some player is In wrong, ex- 
tremely wrong, and It becomes im- 
possible to keep him, Irrespective oC 
his skill; but, as a rule, "harmony" 
counts as much in a ball team as tho 
color of the bat boy's hair. 


Every now and then you will hear 


of some pitcher complaining of not re- 
ceiving good support because the other 
players have It In for him. Then, too, 
you hear about cliques and factions, 
with ruinous effects upon the standing 
of the team. Once In a great while nil 
these things are true, but in seven 
cases out of every ten it's all tommy- 
rot. 


The cliques that exist in every base- 


ball club huvo no bearing whatever In 
most cases upon the success or failure 
of the team. The fact that an entire 
club may like one pitcher and dislike 
another cuts no ice at nny stage—• 
startling remarks, but absolutely true. 


Some of tho fights among the De- 


troit players were dandles. When Ty 
Cobb Joined tho Tigers ho wan one 
fresh kid, nnd tho older men tried to 
set him in his plnce. Cobb bout some 
players nnd got licked by others. Hl» 
fond with Matty Mclntyro was so 
fierce that Hushcy 
Jennings wna 


forced to place them In right and left 
field, with Crawford between them. 
Recently when Cobb asked Jonnlnjfa to

Rev. Mr. Kenngott Hon- 


ored By Harvard 


Harvard university, this week, con- 


ferred the degree of Ph. D. upon Rev. 
George ,F. Kenngfott, pastor of ihe First 
Trinitarian church as tho result oi 
work performed by him at the univer- 
sity during .the past two years. 
His 


degree was from the department of so- 
cial ethics, the first time the rtegres 
has been given .by the department. 


•Rev. Mr. .Kenngott is also, the recip- 


ient, of an unusual honor from the uni- 
versity Jn that he has been named fel- 
low in social ethics for 1909 and'1910, 
also the flrst time that such an 
ap- 


pointment has been given. 


An a result of the work performed 


by Rev. Mr. Kenngott while taking the 
courses in social ethics at the univer- 
sity, he has been named by President 
(emeritus) Eliot of Harvard, and oth- 
ers, as an Investigator for that 
fa- 


mous old organization, the society (for 
the Propagation of. the Gospel Among 
the 
Indians, and 
will 
spend 
two 


months of this summer in a tour of the 
Indian reservations in the Far West. . 
Hev. Mr. Kenngott will visit the In- 


dian commissioner at Washington and 
will investigate the conditions among 
the Indians with a view to the prouer 
investment of the funds of the society 
in the work among them, and will re- 
port back to the society in the fall. 
Mr. Kenngott took up the course at 


the university, because his ministerial 
work in Lowell had brought him faco 
to face 
with social problems 
wii.'i 


which he wished to become familiar. 
He .wished to. become_ thoroughly con- 
versant with every phase of social 
ethics, that he might better be pre- 
pared to administer his duties her . 


During his course Mr. Kenngott 


prepared an essay on "The Lowell So- 
cial Survey," containing 200,000 words. 
It was due to this essay that tho 


fellowship was- conferred on Mr. Kenn 
gott, and .the emoluments attaching to 
that honor will be expended in the 
publishing ol the essay lor distribu- 
tion. 
The course at Harvard in which Mr.- 


Kenngott speciallzod is an exceedingly 
difficult one. 
It includes four courses 


in the graduate schools covering the 
full two years, and in which the in- 
dividual is reauired to obtain a rank- 
ing of "B" to receive a degree. It in- 
cludes work in philosophy, psychology-, 
ethics, etc., under.such men as Prof. 
Munsterburg, Prof. Palmer and Prof. 
Peabody. 
Mr. Kenngott received a 


ranking of "A" In most of his subjects, 
so that there could be no possible 
question of a degree being forth-com 
ing at the conclusion of his work. 
Mr. Kenngott leaves on his western 


trip on the Fourth, and during his ab- 
sence his pastorate and all the work :t 
involves will be taken up by Rev. Geo. 
H. Johnson, for 10 years pastor of the 
old John Street Congregational church.

The action of the .school bonrd in voting to increase the salary o£ nine 


grammar masters while refusing to grant any increase to the other three, 
K.'ivors strongly of discrimination thai is not calculated 
to 
benefit 
the 


schools. Having proved but a few months ago that the grammar masters 
were paid as high or even higher than the average of the other leading cities 


of. the stale, (lie board rather stultifies itself in deciding now to increase 
the pay of three-fourths of the number. 
If it were wrong to grant the 


increase then, it is wrong now; if the city could not afford the increase then, 
it cnnnoi, afford it now; and the excuse or pretext |h»t these nine principals 
are now supervisors appears to have been manufactured for the purpose. 
For reasons which the committee would not care to have published the com- 
mittee discriminated against the three principals mentioned when appointing 
tho supervisors. It was not on the ground of inferior work as no charge 
of ibis kind has been made, nor could such a charge be sustained against 
any of the schools involved. 


This "supervised".excuse will, therefore, fail lo justify tho increase, 


but were it justifiable on that score, (hero would still remain tho flagrant 
discrimination against teachers' long in tho service of the city while mere 
beginners arc advanced lo n high rank o.ven before there has been time to 
test their work.

Top, tho temporary 
home of 
the 
Harvard oarsmen ami at Broad View,'

The number of guests 
at each place was not large and thesa 
were tho closest friends ot the rowing 
advisers. 


Tho men had breakfast and lounged 
arouml\the grounds until it was time 
to call away the minor crews and to 
take the freshmen eights and tho var- 
sity 'fours in the launches for a trip 
down the river to the starting-point;

Passed Away at Lynch- 


burg, Va< 


TjYNClIBURG, Va., .Tune 30.—John 


"W. Daniel, senior senator from Vir- 
ginia, died at the Lyncliburg sanita- 
rium at 10.30 o'clock last night, his 
death being 'due to a recurrence of 
paralysis, Tho immediate cause of his 
death was cerebral hemorrhage. 
The statesman's Illness began with a 
slight attack of apoplexy In Philadel- 
phia last October, this keeping him 
from being in his seat at the opening 
of'congress last December. Only onc^ 
since that time has he appeared before 
an audience, and that was for an in- 
formal talk in January. 
The end came last night 
almost 


without a struggle. Dissolution was 
very rapid, for when the 
failure of 
heart action began It progressed with 
great rapidity, and in live minutes tha 
patient was dead.

Last night the city flre alarm was 
sounded for halt an hour at intervals 
of thirty seconds, notifying the city of 
the statesman's death.

was notified first ot the death, and 
then the family sent numerous mes- 
sages, after which the. members went 
to their homes. At midnight a deci- 
sion had been reached by the family 
that the funeral will be. held here Fri- 
day, although the hour has not been 
decided upon as yet. 


At S o'clock in the morning thn sena- 
tor responded to a question as to how 
he felt by saying "Very poorly." No 
change was noticed until nearly noon.
